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The last day's sport for Hawthorne’s season 
cf 1901 pissed off with eclat, the splendid card 
of seven races drawing ont sn immense crowd 
that tested both tiers of the grand stand to 
their capacity.

The star attraction of the day was the Specn- 
latic a Stakes, a handicap sweepstakes for three- 
year-olds and upward at one and one-eighth 
miles with $l,0C0addid. The valne of the stake 
to the winner was $l,t80. Pink Coat on his 
clever showing of September 20, when he ap- 
peared to be rounding back to his midsummer 
form, wbb made an odds on favorite. Argregor 
was rushed to the front at flag fall but had Lot 
gone far before Pink Coat joined him. They ran 
lappeo for six fnrlonss where Coburn suddenly 
stole a length on Pink Coat, an advantage 
which be maintain* d to the end. Pink Coat 
tried to close on Argregor in the last eighth but 
Coburn would not be denied and held his 
mount clear, to the line. He won by a length 
while Pink Coat beat Star Chamber two lengths 
for second place. The latter was easily outrun 
from start to finish and was palpably out- 
classed. 

The sterplecbaee over the'short course proved 
to be an easy affair for Flaccus, which showed 
hew86 too much for Ccrrillo at the difference in 
the weights.

Honey Muse got off with a foil running start 
in the fifth race, a sprint affair of six fnrlonge, 
an) hi tii g ite.bi at of this early advantage he 
aim ply snoc'Lerid bis field with speed, never 
btirghetded thereafter. He won well in hand 
by a lei gtb fn m W . J. Dtbce, which came with 
a rash at the ind and beat out The Pride a 
lstgth fir Beccnd place. HiB race was a sur- 
prisingly good one, as he bad not started iu 
at me time. Mtggie Davis ran her usual 
honest race. Toeh was the victim of a weak 
rice sro was pocketi d badly up to the head of 
theetrHch. headwater ran nowhere near his 
true foim. 

The two-year-olde bad the fi'St race, a dash 
of six ai d a half fnrlorgs for all ages, between 
them. Pozzfch won by tbree-qnartere of a 
length fxm Bragg, which finished six in front 
of .Pyrrho for second place. Little Jack Hor- 
ner, which lies not started hersabint for some 
time, start* d ont as if be was going to make a 
runaway s flair cf the race, leading by a fair 
margiL up to the bead of the stretch, where he 
began to prop badly and fell away beaten. 
Hussab thin took up the running and remained 
in front to the end. Hragg ran away over a 
quarter of a mile to a false break or else he 
might have won, as be held on clear np to last 
fifty yards and altogether ran a good race. 
Sen me ran a disappointing race and ie capable 
of a far better showing. 

MeCheeney proved by bis victory in the third 
raee, a daeb once around the ring for two-year- 
oUa, that ha ia probably the beat of hia age in 



the west at present over a distance cf ground. 
He waB conceding weight to everything in the 
race yet he came away with a rush when called 
upon in the laat eighth and won in hollow fash- 
ion by two lengths from Lncien Appleby which 
beat Mollie T. the same distance for second 
place. Lncien Appleby dosed np fast after 
bending for home but bad do chance to beat 
the winner. Mollie T.’s effort waa an excellent 
one as it was generally snppoeed she conld not 
negotiate the distance. Tommy Foster ran no- 
where near his true form and hie race should 
be thrown ont in fntnre calculations. There 
was a strong tip ont on Wild Oats bnt he conld 
not ran a little bit at any part of the 
jonrney. 

The two-mile race that Kentucky Babe ran 
third in on September 23 appeared not to have 
hart her 8uy, as she pat np one cf the beet races 
of her career in the sixth event, a one and one- 
sixteenth miles dash for three year-olds and up- 
ward. Monos eet ont to show the way, leading 
by a fair margin for six furlongs, where he re- 
signed in favor of Kentucky Babe. Miss Soak 
ran lapped on the latter up to the last eighth 
post, where Kentucky Babe drew away and won 
rather handily by a half length, while Miss 
Soak just lasts d long enough to hold second 
place from the fast-closing Ben ChaDce by a 
neck. Monos had enough when the rub came. 
Fantasy finished fast and strongly. 

George Arnold had little trouble in beating 
Cambrian in the lest race of the set- son at the 
Hawthorne track, a dash of a mile and fifty yards. 
Cambrian ran lapped on him to the head of the 
etretch where Winkfield called on George Ar- 
nold and he came away without much trouble 
winning by a length CambriRn was under 
heavy punishment all through the last eighth. 
He beat Flying Torpedo three lengths for second 
place. The latter was sadly outclassed and 
thus ended the season at the Stickney course, 
which has probably been the moet successful in 
its history.

FAMOUS • LD PA HOLE. 

Maiden was a bay mare, foaled in 1862, 
bred by B. A, Alexander, Woodbnrn, Ky., and 
by Lexington— Kitty Clark, by Glencoe, she ont 
of Miss Obstinate, by Snmpter, by Sir Arcby, 
by Diomed. She became the property of Pierre 
Lorillard, and died at Rancocas, March 10, 
1880. Her first foal, with a name, Lady Wash- 
ington, by Beacon, was dropped in 1870, and 
her last foal, Parthenia, a bay filly, by 
Alarm, saw the light in 1880. Her other 
foals. James A., Parole, Mineola, Perfection. 
Pawnee, Pappoose, Paw Paw and Powhattan, 
were from the loins of Leamington. Parole 
was born in 1873, and was a successful two-year- 
old. In 1875 he was third in merit as a pnblie 
performer, having won the July end Angnst 
stakes at Long Branch, and the Saratoga Stakes 
at Saratoga, He also raced here with credit as 
a three, fonr and five-year-old, and th*n was 
sent to England, where he made the Lor- 
illard colors very conspicuous. He won 
the Newmarket Handicap. 14 miles, with 
the great Isonomy behind him; the City and 
Snbnrban, 1 1-4 miles, beating Cradle and six* 
teen others; the Great Metropolitan Stakes, 
21-4 milss, 124 pounds; the Great Cheshire 
Handicap, 114 miles, 134 pounds, and the Ep- 
som Gold Cap, 112 miles, 125 ponnde, defeating 
Alchemist and Primrose. The renowned geld- 
tag received a warm welcome when he was 
brought back to the United States. In Octo- 
ber, 1882, the Tnrf, Field and Farm an- 
n nnced that Mr. Lorillard wonld retire 
Parole from the tnrf, and it was suggest- 
ed that if the gelding were placed on exhibition 
be wonld attract as much attention as Barnnm's 
elephant, Jnmbo, In 1885 Parole was presented 
to Dr. J. O. Green, who need him for two years 
under the saddle, hacking him over the roads of 
New York and New Jersey. The.gelding was too 
lightly bnilt for a hunter, and was not considered 
absolutely safe for a lady to ride, and Dr, 



Green presented him to Mr. Pierre Lorillard, 
Jr., woo gave him the freedom of Rancocas 
pastures. Season after Beaeon he was the 
monitor of weanlints, aid it was an im- 
preesiva sight to see the aged gelding leading 
and giving wise connsel to the exuberant band 
of yonDgstera. .At one time a story was pnb- 
lisbed that Parole had run in a $60 selling race 
at Philadelphia, and Mr. Lorillard was abased 
for his ingratitude to a horse that had spread 
his fame over two continents. There was not 
a word r f trnth in the yarn, bat a lie once 
started is hard to overtake. Parole was suffering 
from a fractured jaw, the result of a kick by a 
colt, at the v-ry time he was represented as 
figuring in a cheap selling race. Dr. Green says 
that the famous gelding, when in his prime, re- 
minded him of the celebrated mare Imp. ■ He is 
not as large as the mare, bat is of the same 
contour and stamp. Parole is now in 
the stable of Pierre Lorillard, Jr., at 
Tnxedo. He is 28 years and 6 months 
old, and bis color has turned from a d*rk bay 
to a bine roan. He is thin, bat in fairly good 
health, and visitors to the Tnxsdo Horse S jow, 
September, will have an opportunity to culti- 
vate his acquaintance. Powhattan, the brother 
of Parole, was sold under the hammer at the 
American Horse Exchange in this citr, Novem- 
ber 6, 1882, and passed to the ownership of 
Woodbnrn Farm, where he was need in the 
stud. An accident prevented him from playing 
a conspicuous part in racing. He was claimed 
to be as good as Parole, bnt never had a chanee 
to prove it.
